"Instructions have now been re- 
ceived here, issued by Arthur 
MacN'amara. director of national 
selective service at Ottawa, that 
each local office is to intensify its 
efforts to induce more men to ac- 
cept work off the farm for 
winter. 

***ITie director's instructions em- 
phasize the following points: 

"ilf While mzn from the farms 
are urgently needed elsewhere, no 
man should leave agriculture if he 
is needed 
winter. 

"12) Men will, of course, return 
to the farm once again, when their 
services are required there. 

"(3> Men will be paid the regu- 
lar wages for whatever job they 
accept and transportation will be 
provided free if a distance has to 
be travelled. 

"(4) Workers from the farm, al- 
ready given postponement under 
the military call-up by reason of 
being fanners, wilt continue on 
postponement If they leave the 
farm to take other approved essen- 
tial employment for the winter. 

**!n communicating with selective 
service offices, Mr. MacN'amara 
said: "This appeal to workers not 
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same may be said of employment 
vacancies in packing plants, flour 
and feed mills, and at railway 
maintenance. Men not needed on 
the farms for the winter are the 
only sizable supply of workers we 
have left to call on in Canada, to 
get those jobs done this winter. 

" 'Certainly, it is a patriotic duty, 
for farmers who can do so, to 
the respond. Then, of course, the 
wages earned will add to the 
year's earnings for men who take 
these jobs. The extra money will 
help at home. 

" 'Mr. MacN'amara points out 

that young fanners on military

WAR'S FALLEN 



Xn a spirit of gratitude to those 
who made sacrifices in the first 
world war the pupils of St. John's 
parish observed 'Remembrance day. 
The children proceeded to the 
memorial at 3 p.m. led by Melfort 
McCaffrey carrying a large flag, 
and accompanied by Iter, Dr. 
W. D. Muckle. 

Assembled already were repre- 
sentatives of the Xewmarket Vet- 
erans. Charles Hays and George 
Wales, Roman Catholic students 
and Air Cadets in uniform from the 
high school, parents and friends. 

The pupils quickly drew up in 
V-formation before the monu- 
ment, and Thomas McHale laid at 
the monument a wreath from the 
children of St. John's parish. 

There followed a two minutes 
silence. 

"Today the flower of our coun- 
try's manhood is giving all in the 
cause of freedom, freedom of reli- 
gion, freedom from want, freedom 
from fear and freedom of speech." 
said James Insley. a St. John's 
school student. "Many of you 
realize this with all the penetrating 

forcefnlness that danger to loved 
ones can bring to bear on you. 
Probably there are only a few oi 
you who have not experienced the 
heartbreak of parting with a near 
relative or friend for service in our 
country's cause. 

"While our memories portray for 
us so vividly and realistically the 
horrors of the present conflict, it 
is easier for us to do justice to the 
heroes of another time and of 
another struggle. During the war 
of 131 1 to 1918, others with future 
prospects bright left all to answer 
their country's call, offered every- 
thing to preserve for us the way 
of life we hold so dear. Thousands 
carried their willingness as far as 
the supreme sacrifice. The wreath 
we place today on the monument 
Is a symbol of the gratitude we 
feel toward them. 

"Let us now pay another most 
deserving tribute. Among those 
who struggled to preserve our 
sacred rights in the first world 
war many there were called upon 
to strain to the utmost their noble 
spirit of sacrifice. Can we ever 
estimate the price they paid for 
freedom, can we hope to measure 
the price paid in hours of suffer- 
ing endured by bruised and brok- 
en bodies? Only God in Mis justice 
'knows what our veterans have paid 
land are still paying in the cause 
i of freedom. As a concrete testi- 
monial of our gratitude we take 
pleasure in making a conrtibution 
this Remembrance day to the Vet- 
erans' fund. 

"Finally, if, in keeping with this 
observance, we were to seek a mes- 
sage which could act as a force 
for good in promoting the cause 

for which others have died and for 
which others are still suffering. I 

wonder If we would not find It in 

the words spoken by Winston 

Churchill at Quebec: 

" 'We took on this task because 
duty and honor called us to it, and 
we shall keep on till we have fin- 
ished the job. It Is not giveu to 
the cleverest and most brilliant of 
men to know with certainty the 
day. Yet it is given to any simple 
person to know every day what Is 
hl3 duty, and that is the path along 
which the initish empire and the 
great republic of the United States, 
the Union Of Soviet Socialist Re- 
puhlicri, the indomitable people of 
China, al) the United Nations shall 
march until our work is done and 
we may rest from our labors and 
the whole world may turn to 
science, to good sense and dear' 
bought experience from the war 
for lasting peace/ " 

James Insley then presented Mr. 
Wales with a cheque. At the re- 
quest of Mr. Wales. Dr. Muckle ex- 
pressed thanks for the generous 
contribution made. "N'ot Only 
should the deeds of the dead be 
remembered with gratitude, hut 
there should be an ever-ready 
willingness to show appreciation 
lo the veterans by extending to 
them a helping hand nnd by visit- 
ing them lit i their sufferings," said 
Dr. Muckle. 

After Thomas McHale made a 
brief speech, the pupils of St. 
John's school sang "A Pledge of 
Allegiance," giving the salute to 
the flag at its close. "God Save the 
King" followed. Then Pte. One 
O'Rricn. bugler from the military 
camp, sounded "The Last Post."

Charles Mee, lives in Notting- 
ham.

Living in 
Newmarket, Sgt. N. C. Mee en- 
listed in 1915 for service with 
the 48th Highlanders. 

Francis Charles Mee, who has 
now also given his life, was 
born in Newmarket at about the 
time his father was reported 
killed. His mother left New- 
market about 1922.

Wilfred and Norris, 
are serving with the British 
army. He also leaves a wife and 
baby daughter.

Say It Would Be Tough 
If Farmer Paid By Hour 



The Newmarket East Radio 
Forum met on Monday evening 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bruce McNem, 4th line, East 
Gwillimbury, with an increased 
attendance. 

"Prices and Planning" was the 
theme of the CBC broadcast 
Mrs. McNem was the convenor 
of the farm forum discussion and 
Miss Feldmon secretary. Two 
groups reported findings. They 
decided that prices did play an 
important part in farm planning. 
More direct distribution of food 
to the consumer, a pooling of 
products, co-operative buying 
and selling would cut out high 
costs of production. If the far- 
mer sought a price return for 
his labor per hour, in equality 
with other classes, and interest 
on investment, it would be all 
the low-income consumer could 
do to buy food in these days, it 
was reported. 

Tne farmer should have an in- 
come that wouid allow him to 
pay help on a par with other in- 
dustries, it was said. With the 
curtailment of the manufacture 
of electrical supplies, machinery, 
cars, etc., all people, not only 
farmers, should be able lo 
build up a reserve and have a 
purchasing power after the war. 
This would help employment 
and prevent a recurrence of a 
depression period.

Industries To Employ 

Returning Soldiers 

Needed, Says Vale 



"The municipal minister announ- 
ced this morning that he is getting 
a movement under way for post-war 
work," Reeve Fred. A. Lundy told 
Newmarket town council at a meet- 
ing on Monday evening. 

"The Newmarket committee has 
agreed that there should be con- 
siderable sidewalk laid, a new park- 
ing system and an incinerator 

system in Its post-war planning," 
said Mr. Lundy. 

"I think our post-war planning 
as far as public works are concern- 
ed should be very extensive," added 
Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. "There 
is a great need for sidewalk and 
road improvements. We need an 
incinerator system, a new parking 
system. The town parks need 
improving. The lighting system 
could be improved. • We need a 
technical school and we will have 
to give assistance with the enlarge- 
ment of the hospital. But I ques- 
tion whether the government will 
subsidize us for public works." 

"Can we do any planning until 
the prime minister make his 
announcement?" asked Councillor 
Wm. Dixon. 

"Every municipality should have 
a program mapped out for the em- 
ployment of the boys coming home 
after the war." said Mr. Lundy. 

"A public works program will 
only employ them for three or four 
months." said Councillor Jos. Vale. 
"We want more assurance than 



— 

that. We should be working now 
to establish permanent industries 
here after the war." . 

"I think there will be a standing 
army, and they will release only a 
small number of soldiers at a time." 
said Dr. Dales. "There is lots to 
be done If we have the labor and 
the money." 

"It would be a good idea, if we 
allotted money In the budget' to cm- 
ploy someone to study the govern- 
ment's post-war plans, to ensure 

having permanent industries estab- 
lished here," said Mr. Vale. 

Mr. Vale thought that after ths 
war there should be greater com- 
petition between municipalities for 
Industries and the municipality that 
got In on the ground floor would 
have a. better chance. ■. 

"We have a lot of boys who are 
coming home," said Mr. Vale. 

"We are not going to compete 
with other municipalities." said Dr.

Veterans Are Qualified 

To Build 




A special responsibility lies on 
the veterans of the two great 
wars, with their first-hand 
knowledge, to do something 
about removing the tauscs of 
war. Rev, Gordon Lapp. Kes- 
wick, told Newmarket Masons 
and their war veteran guests at 
a Remembrance program on 

Thursday evening. 

Mr. Lapp quoted the theory^ of 
Prof. Oscar Jnszi, an Hungarian 
exile from Nazi Europe now 
teaching in the United States: 
"Wars are the products of the 
pent-up pressures due to slow 
starvation, ' psychological mal- 
adjustments, social injustices." 

Mr. Lapp recalled how he and 
boyhood friends, building dams 
to make swimming-holes, had 
gradually learned that unless 
they built sluice-gates in their 
dams the pressure of the creek 
would sweep even the strongest 
dam away. 

"Veterans of the two wars 
constitute n group with first- 
hand experience of the awful, 
agonizing pressures incidental to 
war, and are therefore fitted, 
and ought to be willing, to take 
a part of peculiar responsibility 
in the new ordering of Canadian 
life, so that the old war-produc- 
ing pressures will no longer be 
built up and their destructive 
results let loose" Mr. Lapp said; 

Recalling a visit which he 
made in 1926 to a world Y.M.C.A. 
conference in Finland, Mr. Lapp 
read an inscription which he had 
copied from a monument on the 
battle-fields: "Here at Sanctuary 
Wood, at Hill 62, at Mount Sor- 
roll and on the line from Hooge 
to St. Eloi the Canadian corps 
fought in defence of Ypres, 
April-August 1916. Honor to the 
Canadians who, in the fields of 
Flanders and France, fought in 
the cause of the Allies with 
sacrifice and devotion.** 

"Both sacrifice and devotion 
will be required to order life in 
our land in the new spirit and 
to build the new security," said 
Mr. Lapp. "Only the stabilizing 
power of. vital religious faith, 
both individual and corporate 
national faith, -can generate and 
maintain that essential spirit of 
sacrifice and 'devotion " 

Worshipful Master Fred Ed- 
wards presided at the Remem- 
brance service and at the ban- 
quet which followed. Rev. G. H.

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CONTROL OF FOREST RESOURCES 

As part of its forestry policy — or maybe of its 
post-war employment policy — the Drew govern 
merit has announced that in the future no one 
will be allowed to erect a larger saw-mill in any 
district than can be indefinitely supplied by the 
forest area which it serves. The explanation 
given is that in the past in some instances an 
operator has erected too large a mill* with the 
result that in five, ten or 15 years it had denuded 
the area of timber. Unemployment would then 
follow in the mill town and district.

Under the new plan the mill would be of a size 
that could be kept going permanently with 
proper forest control and care. That is common- 
sense government control of business, and it is 
one of an increasing number of illustrations 
which we are going to have that to cam- 
paign for so-called "freedom* of enterprise" 
is to look out through the windows of a 
Victorian house.

HOW LARGE A HOSPITAL? 

T 

{ HrnixbvrUlc Forester) 
We are glad to have the frank opinion express- 
ed in this issue by a supporter of the proposed 
hospital project. When the matter was under 
discussion/in this column last week, we suggest- 
ed that a 100-room building might be required. 
We also pointed out that such an undertaking 
was almost startling in its magnitude and cost- 

Our judgment was based upon the anticipated 
enlargement of hospital demands, under a system 
which will make hospitalization available to any 
and every citizen. 

It is true that no definite pronouncement has 
yet been made by the government as to what 
their policy may be, but there is assurance that 
consideration is being given to the whole prob- 
lem, and ultimately a definite policy will be 

worked out. In a note to this office this week, 
Hon. -R. P. Vidian, minister of health, says: "I 

hope that complete details of our plan can be 

given to the public at an early date.'* This 
gives assurance that the government are study- 
ing the problem seriously, and that we may hope 
to know very shortly the plan they will adopt. 

Meantime, we need not be too much concerned 
over the size of the building needed here. It 
may conceivably be of smaller dimensions than 
suggested last week. We hope this may be the 




In any event, the important matter at the 
moment is that a hospital building is needed, and 
badly, and whether it be a 20 -room or a 50- 
room structure, when the government policy is 
known, and we are safely assured of the ground 
we are taking, we shall all buckle on our armor 
and reach the objective we have before us. 

It is quite conceivable that the proposal of a 
100-room hospital is a little visionary, and in- 
volves obligations which might be regarded as 
impracticable. But this does not remove the 
urgency of the problem, nor dispose of the fact 
th3t whatever solution is found, we shall have to 
face very definite commitments as a town and 
community.

MEM0RIA15 PRABtt 



The following address, entitled 
"M emorial on Remembrance 
Day," was given by Mrs. A. D. 
Evans at the devotional meet- 
ing of the St Paul's Anglican 
Women's Auxiliary last Thurs- 
day. 

"I thought it would be fitting 

to again this yean as I did last, 
recall to our minds certain facts 

about Canada's memorial to the 
665,000 men of our dominion 
who died on active service dur- 
ing the Great War, and where 
many more names, alas, will be 
added after this second part is 

over,** said Mrs- Evans. 

"I refer, of course, to the 

Peace Tower of the houses of 
parliament at Ottawa. You will 
recall that the former houses of 
parliament were destroyed by 
fire in 1916, and when the new 
and present structure was de- 
signed, and built, the Peace 
Tower was suggested as a mem- 
orial to those who gave their 
lives in the war, with its altar 
and Book of Remembrance, con- 
taining the 69,000 names of the 
men who gave their lives that 
we might live in peace in Can- f 
ada — the peace which thousands 
more are now fighting to retain. 

M I thought it particularly fit- 
ting that we should refresh our 
memories today— since exactly 
25 years ago the Armistice was 
signed, Nov. 11, 1918. The Book 
of Remembrance, when at last 
completed, was dedicated by the 
governor-general, the Earl of 
Athtone. It is our tribute also 
to the "unknown soldier,* this 
Peace Tower, and it has for our 
nation the significance the ceno- 
taph in London has for those 
who. live in the British Isles, 
though the cenotaph is the 
representative shrine for all the 
British empire. 

"The Book of Remembrance 
rests in its glass case on the altar 
and a fresh page is turned over 
every day so that people who 
have relatives among the fallen 
heroes recorded there will be 
given an opportunity to see their 
names. 

'The casket in its glass case 
stands in this raised altar in the 
centre of the memorial chamber 
in a raised dais, approached 
from all sides. Beautifully 
wrought iron gates guard the 
outer entrance to the chamber. 
From the Gothic arch of the in- 
ner entrance is suspended a 
large solid silver Mother's cross, 
which every woman received 
who lost a son, husband or 
father on active service in the 
last Great War. 

"I wonder if one might digress 
here and add a personal note, 
for speaking of the Mother's 
cross I am reminded of the four 
mothers who sat quite near each 
other in our church here Sunday 
after Sunday, all of whom lost a 
son, and received the Mother's 
cross, and of whom only one 
now remains. I refer, of course, 
to my husband's mother, Mrs. 
Joseph Evans. The other three 
you will readily recall, Mrs. W. 
A. Brunton, Mrs. C. G. Ross and 
Mrs. T. J. Robertson, all of 
whom were such ardent workers 
in the Red Cross and field com- 
forts organizations in the last 
war. 

"Might I add another well- 
remembered name to that list of 
faithful war workers, Miss Nel- 
lie Forsythe, a late W.A. mem- 
ber, who for years conducted 
the Poppy Day collection and to 
whom we are indebted, with 
Mrs. E. J. Hill, for the first 
Union Jack that flew from the 
flagstaff in Memorial park, op- 
posite our church. 

"I think it most fitting that 
we should recall faithful work- 
ers such as these on such an 
occasion as this, for it was to us, 
in the second great war, that 
they threw the torch and it is 
for us to bear it high and keep 
faith with them. 

"And that reminds me of our 
civic war memorial in the plot of 
ground over the way, with the 
artist's conception of n Belgian 
peasant woman standing on the 
brink of the future, looking for 
the day when war should be no 
more. 

"It is, as you all know, one of 
the first pieces of sculpture done 
by a Newmarket young man. 



Mr. Alvin Hilts, and is unique in 
the way of memorials. It honors 
the names of our 40 Newmarket 
men who paid the supreme 
sacrifice. 

"Then Newmarket has still 
another memorial, besides the 
memorials placed in our dif- 
ferent churches, with their rolls 
of honor. I refer to the memor- 
ial gates at the high school, 
which are very fine as well. 
Everywhere you go you see war 
memorials — I need only mention 
one or two as representative. 

"One I recall Is a beautiful 
representation of a soldier stand- 
ing on guard, in the Eugenia 
park, near Eugenia Fails, where 
the Hydro has harnessed the 
water-power to give light to all 

that section near Collingwood 

and Meaford an<| Stayner. Then 

t recall another at the cross- 
roads near Mono Mills and 
Caledon East, enclosed by an 
iron railing. 

"There is one at Bradford that 
never is without its memorial 
wreaths, a beautiful one at 
Oshawa called "The Garden of 
the Unforgotten." It is con- 
sidered one of the most distinc- 
tive and beautiful of all 
Canadian memorials found in 
Canada. Like the memorial of 
perpetual light at Aurora it has 
similarly two perpetual lights 
that are never allowed to be out 
by day or night. 

"And that recalls the county 
memorial at Aurora with its 
beacon of unfailing light. I need 
scarcely tell any of my hearers 
about it. Still I wish to pay the 

tribute of a word or two to this 
wonderful memorial, so dear to 
all of us, many of whom no 
doubt were, like myself, at its 
unveiling by Sir Wm. Mulock. 

"It stands alone, on rising 
ground below Aurora, a field 
which is gradually being beaut- 
ified into a pleasant spot with 
trees, the absence of which, 
when it was erected, was so 
noticeable. 

"The memorial itself is 2 70- 
foot shaft of grey granite 
mounted in a base about 30 feet 
square, while the battlement at 
the top can't be more than six 
feet square. Rising above the 
northwest comer is a Iarixern of 
solid bronze, carrying four elec- 
tric lamps of high voltage, the 
light in which shines forth 
every evening till dawn. 

"One dreads to think of the 
long lists of names that, after 
this present war, will be added 
to the lists on our present war 
memorials, and to our honor 
rolls." 



SAYS HITLBt TRIED 
TO INVADE BRITAIN 



"The young fellow of today is 
as good as the old boy of yester- 
day," Lieut. F. J. White, of New- 
market training centre, told 
Newmarket Uons club last 
week. 

Great War veterans were 
guests of many of the club mem- 
bers for the evening. President 
Fred Thompson presided over 
the dinner meeting in St Paul's 
parish hall. Alex. Eves, a vet- 
eran, introduced the speaker. 

Telling of his experiences 
overseas with the 48th High- 
landers, Lieut White, a veteran 
of both wars, told of arriving in 
a camp in Britain commanded by 
General Montgomery, "He put 
us to work, night and day/' said 
the speaker, 

"We weren't at Dunkirk, but 
we did go to France," said Lieut 
While, telling how an officer 
with n tommy-gun persuaded 
the French train engineer to 
take them back \o the coast 
when France collapsed. ' 

"I lived through the Battle of 
Britain," he related. "I have 
seen SflO, 600, 700 planes in the 
air at one time, and It's not a 
pleasant feeling when you can't 
fight backi 

"If you have ever scon wreck- 
age, England has it," he said. 
"The civilian population could 
really take it It is something 
worth-while to see people come 
up out of a shelter in the morn- 
ing, see their houses have boon 
destroyed and then smile.

Teachers Me Pulpit. 
Mai* Mutation Week 

To mark the close ot Education 
Week, Sunday services were con- 
ducted entirely by teachers from 
the public and high scnools. At 
the morning service Mrs. Marian 
Proctor Stone, (Ralph Rumba)! and 
Robert Dick were in charge. 

Mr. Rumball. the speaker. 
brought out some startling facts 
regarding the lack of Christian 
education In the schools. "Out ot 
190 days in the school year we give 
our children at least five hours a 
day of secular education, as 
against less than five minutes a 
day of Biblical teaching," he sold. 
"In the sixth grade reader, ten 
pages are devoted to Biblical pas- 
sages as against 165 pages set 
aside for myths and fables. 

"As a people, we are keenly In- 
terested In giving the child an edu- 
cation which will the better fit 
him for thla life, the temporal, but 
we sadly neglect to give him 
Christian teaching, which will 
guide him in the spiritual things 
of life, which are eternal." 

The same three teachers were in 
charge of the Sunday-school in the 
afternoon session. At the evening 
service Miss Esther McGee, Mr. 
Dick and Mr. Rumball conducted 
the service. Mr. Dick, the speak- 
er, brought a clear-cut gospel mes- 
sage from St John 3: 7. "Ye must 
be born again." 

"Xlcodemus. a Jewish ruler, felt 

there was something lacking in his 
life." said Mr. Dick. "Ho was 
worried about his eternal salvation. 
He brought his donbt and fears to 
Jesus and was told that the only 
way to be sure of his soul's salva- 
tion was to be born again, 'born of 
the spirit.' 

"Xlcodemus desired to know how 
this thing would come to pass and 
found out that it was by believing 
on the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
penalty of our sin was paid by 
Jesus Christ on Calvary's tree. 
There remains nothing for the sin- 
ner to do, only believe. 

"Martin Luther tried to work his 
way to heaven. When the truth of 
tho verse, 'The just shall live by 
faith/ broke in upon his soul, then 
he believed, and the Protestant 
Reformation was the result. 

"The rich young ruler thought he 
had 'to do something* to get to 
heaven and was amazed to find it 
could not be gained that way. It 
was simply a case of following 
Jesus, not of works, but of faith. 
'By grace aro ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: 
It Is the gift of God. Not of works, 
lest any man should boast/ 

"If we wont eternal life we must 
gain it God's way or not at all. 
Jesus said: 4 1 am the way, the 
truth and the life, no man cometh 
unto the father, but by me/ 

"Church membership, church or- 
dinances, church rituals will never 
save a soul. Relieving on the Lord 
Jesus Christ as a personal Saviour 
Is the only cure for sin.

during the past year. 

Horse mane hair is used for 
such important war purposes as 
shock pads for the inside of 
army tanks, cushions for army 
vehicles and mattresses for the 
navy, says Mr. Cockburn. Horse 
tail hair is used to some extent 
for the above purposes, but, 
chiefly, for such important 
brushes as those used for clean- 
ing barracks for all three ser- 
vices, hair brushes and cloth 
brushes for the three services 
and a veritable host of special 
machine brushes used for the 
production of vital army and 
munitions equipment. 

One of the largest uses is for 
mixture with pure bristle in 
making paint brushes for the 
navy, army and air force, said 
Mr. Cockburn. 

It is important that farmers 
and horsemen keep the hair free 
of straw or other foreign mat- 
ter, he stated. This saves end- 
less hours of labor in further 
preparation and permits a great- 
er production because hair that 
is dirty can never be fully re- 
claimed. Mr. Cockburn suggest- 
ed that farmers keep the mane 
and tail hair separate, as this 
again saves labor, each kind be- 
ing used for different purposes. 
Some fanners tack up two 
labelled sacks in the stable for 
convenience and the hair is 
ready for the dealer when he 
calls. 

"The best quality comes from 
live horses either during the 
daily grooming or when thin- 
ning out the mane or tail but 
the hair should also be salvaged 
from all dead horses," said Mr. 
Cockburn. "In other words, 
dead horses should carry no 
tails.*

boxes or even on the ground.
